If there be an 
article manufactured in this country the 
protectionists have caused to be put upon 
it a tax so high that it is impossible for any 
importing merchant to afford to pay it in ad- 
dition to its foreign cost and expect to sell 
it here with profit. All foreign competition 
in respect to that article is excluded; and if 
the people of the United States wish it they 
are compelled to buy it of the American 
manufacturers. 

“It is obvious that the American manu- 
facturer can charge his countrymen as much 
for that article as the cost of its manufacture 
abroad and of the tariff duty at the custom 
house combined; even more, because the im- 
porter would not only have to pay the freight, 
but he would have to take a profit in order 
to warrant the risks of importation.”’

Love Actuses His Candidate. 

During a conversation with Mr. Dawson 
last Friday night,” says the Love statement 
issued at Kankakee yesterday, after Sen- 
ator Small had refused to pay Mr. Dawson 
as he had demanded, Mr. Dawson admitted 
to me that he had gone into the campaign to 
get what he could out of Mason and then to 
make a deal with the republicans to get him 
to withdraw from the race.

TWENTY-FOUR SMALLPOX 
uses FOUND IN EVANSTON. 


Health Authorities Close St. Nicholas 
School and Church Because of Spread 
ot Disease. 


Evanston citizens are alarmed over the 
spread of smallpox, and the authorities are 
taking steps to stamp out the disease. Twen- 
ty-four cases developed during the last 
twenty-fcur hours, and yesterday the St. 
Nicholas school and the St. Nicholas church 
were closed. Both are in the southwest part 
of Evanston, and the pupils in the school, 
250 in number, are being vaccinated. The 


school building and church were fumigated, 


but will not be reopened for several days. 
Four weeks ago smallpox was discovered 
in the family of George Giersch, whose six 
children, alj puptis at the St. Nicholas school, 
were ill with the disease. This family was 
quarantined, and part of the school children 
exposed to the infection were vaccinated. 
Among these none of the new cases have 
been found. The families where the disease 


is said to exist now are: Christian Stark, 


one child; Joseph Ries, three children; Frank 
Didier, one child; Henry Grutz, father and 
seven children; Frank Mills, one child; 
Frank Leider, wife, and three children; 
Jacob Wagner, four children; Nicholas Wet- 
ter, two children. 

The chtldren quarantined are from 1 to 15 
years old. Drs. Kaufmann of Evanston and 
Kleim of Rogers Park are in charge of those 


said to be ill.

nies produced over 57 per cent of the iron 
ore of the country, over 57 per cent of the 
total pig iron, over 40 per cent of the Bes- 
semer steel rails; over r per cent of tne 
structural tron, over 49 per cent of all ro 
products. 

„% We forget the Cambria Steel company, 
the Pennsylvania Steel company, the Beth- 
lehem Steel company, and the Republic Iron 
and Steel company, and scores of other great 
establishments, with hundreds of mills and 
furnaces. Competition is growing, new 
plants are being equipped. The Union Steel 
company is building, the Crucible Steel com- 
pany is building, the Lackawanne Steel com-

They 
combined in their persuasions to induce him 
to remove as much of the stain on their 
family name as he could, and he finally con- 
sented.

% Now, there are some queer features that 
have never been discussed. To my absolute 
knowledge the entry ‘paid’ in the warrant 
book was there fully a month earlier than 
has been shown in the testimony; in fact, 
Becker swore it was not there at a time when 
I went over to assure myself and examined 
the book to see if such an entry had really 
been made and found it. 

“ As a matter of fact, there were two en- 
tries made, and two erasures. When Becker 
took a steel scratcher and dug out the entry 
on July 29, it was the second time the book 
was mutilated to remove entries concerning 
the temple taxes.

BOUTELL AND HONORE... 

Tue Tripune acknowledges the receipt 
of a curious letter from a north side “ work- 
ingman” or a person who pretends to be 
one, who asserts that the Porto Rican teriff 
is a serious issue in the present campaign. 
Inasmuch as there is no Porto Rican tariff 
and has not been one for a long time, it 
is difficult to see how such a tariff can now 
be an issue. The bill which provided for a 
15 per cent duty on a few Porto Rican 
products wigclared that the tariff should 
last for two years only and that duties 
should cease at an earlier date if revenue 
for insular purposes were provided by the 
Porto Rican legislative assembly. Such 
provision was made and the collection of 
the duties ceased long ago. Absolute free 
trade exists between Porto Rico and the 
United States under the Porto Rican act 
and the proclamation of the president. 
The serious question under considera- 
tion in congress was whether Porto Rico 
should become a part of the United States 
and its inhabitants citizens of the Unit- 
ed States without affirmative action by 
congress. The precedents and judicial 
decisions in the case of Louisiana, Flori- 
da, and other territory annexed to the 
United States were to the effect that the 
constitution did not follow the flag.” If 
congress had rejected the precedents and 
decisions and held that the constitution 
“ followed the flag to Porto Rico it would 
have had to take the same position as to 
the Philippines. If the Philippines had be- 
come an integral part of the United States 
without action by congress by the operation 
of the treaty with Spain the Filipinos would 
have become citizens of the United States. 
We should then have been confronted with 
the unpleasant duty of dealing with eight 
to nine million Malays who would have 
had the right to come to this country and 
offer their labor in competition with that 
of white citizens. The north side “ work- 
ingman who strenuously contends for the 
privilege of Malays to work at 25 or 50 cents 
a day as his competitors is a curious anomaly 


in politics and economics. Yet that is pre- 


cisely what the workingman who abuses 
Porto Rican legislation seems to be contend- 
ing for.

It exercises Supreme judicial powers 
in all questions of honor and integrity in 
turf affairs, and virtually controls the ad- 
ministration of all the important British 
race courses. A jockey who has his license 
withdrawn by the English Jockey club is to 
all intents and purposes barred from the ex- 
ercises of his profession anywhere in the 
world, while in the same way a man who has 
been warned off the heath at Newmar- 
ket by the club is branded with world wide 
infamy, and is doomed to an ostracism far 
more severe than if he had been guilty of 
some crime and served a term in prison. 

‘Possessing as it does these vast powers, 
from which there is virtually no appeal, the 
Jockey club is held by racing men to be no 
longer qualified by its experience or by its 
composition to fulfill its obligations with re- 
gard to the turf in a satisfactory manner. 
There is an ever growing number of own- 
ers of racing stables, some of them men of 
the most unimpeachaDie social position, and 
who have been on the turf for twenty and 
thirty years, who it is felt should have a 
voice in the administration of the racing af- 
fairs of the united kingdom, now monopo- 
lized in the hands of the Jockey club, or 
rather in those of the triumvirate who, under 
the name ot stewards.“ act as the executive 
committee of the club.

Some gratifying results are reported from 
the Cook county hospital for consumptives 
at Dunning, where during the month of 
September only thirteen out of a total of 
seventy,oné surviving patients lost weight, | 
while The average gain among the others 
was more than four pounds. 

The significance of these figures is that all 
authorities on tuberculosis agree the first 
sign of improvement and the most vital con- 
Aion for recovery is the ability of the 
patient to gain in flesh. ; 

Medical men who have watched the new 
régime at Dunning, following the investiga- . 
tion of the Billings-Patrick committee, think 
the gratifying results come directly from the 
improved diet and general administration of 


the hospital. 


Done at Minimum of Cost. 5 

A comparison of the expenditures at the 
county institution with those of similar 
hospitals in New York makes the achieve- 
ments even more striking. New York pays 
$1 a day for the board of its, consumptive 
poor, and the total cost in maintaining them 
is $1.68. At Dunning the allowance for board 
is 17 cents, and the total expense is only 34 
cents. 

The table fare at the Dunning hospital, 
however, is better than in the rest of the in- 
stitution, and its cost exceeds the average 
for the whole, but not enough so to affect 
the comparison with the New York hospitals. 

These figures are given by Dr. W. A. Evans, 
wh re mendations have done much in 
thé reorghhization of the medical work of 
Dunning. 

The patient must gain flesh and keep 
it,” Dr. Evans said yesterday. “ He must 
have low temperature and there must be no 
reaction from the injection of tuberculin.” 


Weely Explains System. 
The course of treatment was explained by 

John R. Neely, medica! director of the 
institution. who said: 
A a whole, our treatment is ‘rational’ 
rather than specific. All patients who are 
able are encouraged to be out doors as much 
as possible and in the sunshine. Hammocks 
and rocking chairs are provided on the ve- 
randas, and the patients have opportunity 
to take exercise. Sunshine, rest, medical at- 
tendance, and good food—those are the es- 
sentials, according to the head of one of the 
foremost sanatoria in the east, and we follow 
his directions the best we can. The alt is to 
merease the ability of the patient to with- 
stand the inroads of the disease.

T is difficult to imagine a more complete 
or a oie attractive 2 on a given 
subject than the splendid volume on 
American Food and Game Fishes,”’ just 
published by Doubleday, Page & Co. Its 
authors, David Starr Jordan, president of 
the Leland Stanford Jr. University, and Bar- 
ton Warren Evermann, ichthydlogist of the 
United States fish commission; are the lead- 
ing authorities on the subject, and what 
they have written with it, therefcre, 
the greatest possible weight. They call their 
work of nearly 600 large pages a popular 
account,“ which it is in the sense that it is 
both clear and entertaining to the unscien- 
tific reader. At the same time, they have 
avoided the error common to many scientists

CRISP AND HUMOROUS TALE. 
“The Poet and Penelope Has Much 


Pleasing Dialogue. ale 
“The Poet and Penelope,” by L. Parry 


| Truscott, is a little volume daintily bound 


and daintily written. It contains a unique 
situation; characters who are witty, orig- 
inal, some of them good fun,’ and all of 
them lovable; an atmosphere that is crisp 
and humorous, yet not so much a book 
‘for pleasure merely but that one finds in 
it food for observation and thought. The 
repartee has in it something of the light- 
ness of Anthony Hope’s “‘ Dolly Dialogues,” 
and twice their brilliance. — 

One drawback the book has: the story 
of the great bronze vase, which is, briefly, 
this. Penelope, wishing to visit a friend 
of her father, desires to sell an old bronze 
vase in order to obtain money for suitable 
clothes. Her friend, the poet, sells it for 
her to a shopkeeper in Bond street. This 
shopkeeper, with the ambition of men of 
his type who desire to make as much money 
as possible, sells the vase to two persons, 
thereby creating numerous complications. 
The situation is the more laughable as it 
is the duchess, the friend whom Penelope 
intends to visit, who buys the vase in the 
first place, the second purchaser being Lady 
Margery, a friend of the duchess. The 
ingenuous shopkeeper, seeing no other way 
out of the difficulty, makes a counterfeit 
of the vase which he delivers to Lady 
Margery, she believing that she has the 
original. ; 

Humorous as the situation is, and larg 
u part as the vase plays in the story, we 
cannot but feel that the subject is elab- 
orated to the detriment of the tale. 

The love story of Penelope and the poet, 
which is, of course, the principal theme of 
the book, is as original in its development 
as Penelope's thirst for self-sacrifice and 
the poet’s scruples against proposing can 
make it. Penelope considers herself too pro- 
gaic and practical to be the wife of a poet; 
she cannot understand his poetry and feels 
that she would, therefore, be an obstacle

STRONG STORY OF DEVON. 
“The Sheep Stealers,” by Violet Jacob. 
G. P. Putnam's Sons. 

In the western part of Engla nd, on the 
borders of Wales, lies Devon, a tract of 
country beautiful in its natural surroundings 
and long a favorite place for English story 
writers to lay the scenes of their tales. In 
her book, which she calls The Sheep Steal- 
ers,“ Violet Jacob has done much with the 
material, both of scenery and people, to be 
found in Devon to make a notable and at- 
tractive story. The time selected is in the 
early forties of the last century, but even 
then Devon was half a century nearer prim- 
itive conditions than was the rest of the 
World. This was due to the fact that the 
natives seemed purposely to hold themselves 
aloof from those outside of the shire’s 
borders. 

In Rhys Walters and George Williams, 

two of the main characters in this story 
of the hills, Mrs. Jacob has given us some- 
thing new and strong. In George Williams 
one finds something akin to John Ridd in 
Lorna Deone, though there isn’t a trace of 
anything, to suggest that the one was sug- 
gested by' the other. 
In portraying her women characters, Mrs. 
Jacob has been less successful, though it 
is more than likely that she chose weak 
characters intentionally, the better to ac- 
centuate the rugged strength of Wiliams 
and the fiery determination of Walters. 

The Sheep Stealers ends in part tragic- 
ally and in part to the particular king 
of those readers who can’t bear to have 
anybody die unless the gloom of one char- 
acter's dying is lightened by some other 
character falling in love. At the time in 
which the action of the tale takes place 
Devonshire was in the throes of trouble over 
the toll gates. The farmer class wished to 
have them demolished and so, taking the 
law into their own hands, demolish a lot of 
them they did. The story hinges largely 
on the outcome of one of these raids on a 
toll gate, where one man is killed and an- 
other wrongiy accused of the killing, though 
the accused one really believes that it was 
his blow that found a victim. The supposed 
murderer goes into hiding, and becomes 
a sheep stealer, and his subsequent love ad- 
venture, In which he runs counter to the 
son of one of the wealthy county families, 
gives the novelist a chance to show her art.
